Concerning the tirtles, they attributed to the Lady 
Mary,they are blatphtmone againſt God,ſor that which 
belongs unto hich atone , they aſcribe unto thie virgin 
Mary,in the Songs, made to her praiſe ; They make 
het everlaſting, before all ages , that Kings raigne by 
her , and giveallthe glory unto her , which apper- 
nineth onely anco the Father, Soane , and H.Ghof, 
tileig her the mocher of mercy , taking away of 
linnes,ſanRifying che hearts, And unto her honour 
(though to the great diſhonour of God) they have all- 
together perverred all the 150 Plalmes of David ; in 
which they have every where changed the name of 
Lord into Lady, as in the 110 Pſalm , which the Lord 


applyes to himſelfe:T he Lord poke vmo my Lord. fit thow Mat,u2,44, 


«4 my right hand, &c.they have pur into the new Plalm- 
booke : The Loyd ſayd anto my Lady ( that is unto the 
Virgin Maty } (1 thou at ney right hand, eve, If ſhe be 
then at the right hand of God, ſhe isin ſogreat a de- 
pree of glory,as Chirift himſelf : For he is no where 
elſe ſet bur at rhe right band of God , as fayth the 
Creed: He firs at rhe right hand of Godzand Palm 57.

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the whole Pſalmes through: She is to them rhe Nutene 
of Heaven, the Gate of Paradiſe, the Fountain of life, mercy, 
grace, ſalvation to all thoſe that hope in ber ; titles onely, 
fitting the ſole Redeemer of the world. 

They beſtow no lefſe honour upon the Saints,ca- 
nonized by them , unto whome they diſtribute (as 
ſcemeth) good unto them , either greater or ſmaller 
charges : S. Nicolas is Preſident of the Navigation, $. 
George of the Fruits of the Earth, S-Rocus of the Peſt, 
S. Fremin of the Gour. S. Maia of the Scabs, S. Eloy of 
the Horles,S. Antony of the Hogges ; There is no- 
thing,that hath not his proteQour , even unto the 
pulletts, which have S. Lcodigar,to defend them from 
the pip, and ſo of all the reſt, And by ſuch coards of 
Superſtitious Idolatry, they binde men to the invoca- 
tion of the Creature , and turne them away from the 
worſhip of the Creatour. 

And whoſoever would read the bookes of thoſe 
Spirits, that have alltogether erred from the truth, ſtu- 
died for the honour of their Saints; one may find, that

Ir is an horrour 
to ſee ſuch things taughe in the writeings of Chri- 
ſtians, 

Theſe Saintsare become heads of the Orders, every 
one havcing their proſclites or Devotaryes, every one 
their particular government, habit,colour, different fa- 
fhion , and by that diſtinguiſhed in the Romiſh Reli- 
gion, like as the Lackeys by their Liveryesin the Court 
of Kings and Princes, They give them the titles of 
Fathers & Mothers, not as unto ſuch as arc in{tructours & 
Adminiftratours,under the charge of others, but as un- 
to ſuch as have engendred this Religriows poſterity unto 
God , againſt that which our Saviour expreſly for- 
biddeth,in Mat.z3. Call no man here pon Earth your Fa- 
ther. The one hath S. Francis for their Father , the 
other S.Dominicus;others ſuch as came afterwardes,as 
S. Ignatius, lately canonized by the importunity of the 
leſuites. And the Souveraine Father of all theſe Fa- 
thers is the Pope; Fot he it is tbat blefſed them firſt,and 
afterward canonizeth them, that is, bringeth them into 
the ranck and catalogue of the Saints. Therefore he 
by prerogative, beares the name of Farher , with that 
adjeRive of Hoh, yea in theabitrat it ſelfe his Holines, 
as they ſpeake of God,hu Deity,or his Bownty: For when 
one ſpeaketh unto the Pope, he ſayth : Holy Father , a 
tittle which our Saviour Chriſt gave unto his Father, 
ſaying : Holy Father,keepe them in thy name. But the 
Pope ſuffers himſelfe to be called in the Superlative

And whileſt the Pope dines, being (ct alone at table, 
the Biſhops and Cardinalls on two other tables , cath 
according to their dignity : the mightieſt, and moſt 
noble amongſt the temporall Lords,though they were 
Kings themſelves , ſerve in their owne perſon tothe 
Pope, When an Emperour muſt be Crowned, and 
he come to Rome, to reccave the Romiſh Crowne, 
comcing nearc the place, the Pope is ſet upon a ſtage, 
compaſſed about with Cardinalls , the Emperour 
lighting downe,as ſoone as he perccives his Holineſle, 
boweth hisknee to the gronnd, bare-hcaded , ſhewes 
him great reverence ; and approaching nearer to his 
Throne, bowesagaine his knee to the ground; at laſt 
comeing to the feet of the Pope, he kiſſerh them, for 
devotion,in honour of the Saviour. All theſe things 
arc evident ſignes, that he lifteth himſelf above the So. 
veraine powers of the Earth. And if his pride had 
beene limited in putting his foot upon the neck of the 
Emperours,as did moſt arrogantly Pope Alexander the 
third, unto Emperour Frederic Barbcroufſe, in the en- 
try of the gate, of the Temple of S. Mark,at Venice, 
ſpeaking theſe words, as if they were written on his 
behalfe: Thou ſhalt rread yo the Lion and Adder, and the 

Lion,& the Drazgon,tbou ſhalt trample under fort;onc 
might impute this aRion for a humane hy :

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But to lift himſelf above him whome he worſhippeth 
and acknowledgeth for his Creatour , it is to make 


himſelf a fellow-ſinner to thoſe, of whome Iude 
ſpeaketh, which deſpiſe Dominion, and ſpeake evill of digni« 
zye;,and followers of the Angells , Which kept nor thei 

firſt eſtate , but left their owne habitation : For this is 
donne at Roome,at cleare noone-day,in fight of more 
then 10000 witneſſes, who from all corners of Italy 
flocke thither,to ſee that Feaſt , and to receave there 


the bleſſing of the new Sacceſfſour of $, Peter, the Vitar of 


our Lord Teſs Chriſf, When he marcheth thas, accom» 
panied and led by Cardinals, which are Priaces of that 
Court, ſerved by Emperour, and Kings , carried upon 
their ſhoulders,in roken of their Religious piety : His 
conſecrated Mite, (which he ſayth he belecves to be his 
God, his Creatour,and ti; Redeemer) is ſent before, as it 
were to prepare him the way , ' very plainely accom- 
panied ; For they that goe before it,are the porters of 
the Cardinalls, here and there amongſt the people; af- 
terthem follow in'order the Barbour and Taylour of 
the Pope, with their budgerrs, the Family of the Pope, 
and the common Gentry, the Nevewes and Cofins of 
my Lords the Cardinalls, the footbench of the Pope, 
carried upon a white horſe , lead by one of the horte- 
lers,afrerward a few runners with Standards of ſeveral 
coloars; afrer them thc Chamberlins with the noble: 
men of better faſhion rhen the former, after thera two 
Purfujvants, with rheir ſtaves in their hands ,- after- 
warda troupe of. fervants of the Pope, carrying Hgh- 
reſt rorches in their hints before the Sacrament; _ 
| hout- 
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houſhould Chapplaines, with two Gilver Lanterns, on 
horfcback,and afterward commeth the Sacrament up- 
on a whire horſe, haveing a filver bell about his neck, 
lead by the (ervant of the Chaplaine , afterward com- 
meth che Chapplaine himſelfe on horſeback ; after 
him follow the Singers, the Clerkes, and Auditors of 
the Chamber, there is the whole traine of the Sacra- 
ment. Butin the traine of the Pope are the Prelates, 

Abbors, Biſhops, Archbiſhops, Patriarchs , Cardinalls, 


in the traine two Deacons, afliſteing the Pope, and h-, 
nally the Pope himſelf,on a white horſe, embrodered 
and coſtly adoracd, under aCanopic, borne up by eight 
great Lords and Ambaſſadours; and compare the train 
of the one with the traine of the other , and the ap- 
plaudeing which is done to the Pope, with ſmall at- 
teadance & ſtate they worſhip their God with; doubr- 
kſſe one may judge , that the Pope is the Maſter, 
and God his Servant, The ſhort rehearſall hereof is 
truczand whoſoever pleaſe toread it,l can open unto 
him the booke of the Romitſh Pontificalls, printed at 
Venice, Anao 1582. dedicated unto Pope Gregory the 
thirteeath of that name. 

Adde unto the former thinges that divine power 
which the Pope attributes unto himſelfe , and which 


flowes by his influence ( as from a ſpring ) from him 
upon all Prieſts of the Romiſh Religion, to be able ro 
change the nature of things,to deprive them of their 
ſubſtance,and to ſubſtitute others in their place ; The 
accidents of thoſe things that periſh, yet remaining, to 


cover their other corpoxall ſubſtance with, which =o 
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have two accidents, in colour, taſte,and form,of which 

the ſenſes can have no knowledge, cither workeing, 

orelſe pretending to worke thoſe things, which God 

never made , and unto which nothing is found like, 
amongſt all the miraculous workes, of which the holy 
Scripture makes mention,cither in the Ould or New 
Teſtament : a power unheard of , whence the new 

and unknowne worke is called 7ran/abitantiation , and 

to perſwade the poore ignorant people thereunto, 

* they take awiy theuſe of their eyes,taſteing, ton 

and hands, and deprive them of theliberty, to diſcerne 

and judge of things, according to their naturall proper- 

tyes, what they are,and tro commaund that they ſhould 
belceve,that that which was black was white; and that 

they muſt follow him that goes before,though it were 
otherwilc againſt the judgement of their owae eyes. 

This is one of the rules , the thirteenth in order of 

thoſe, that eſtabliſh the Iecluites , to cleave to the opi- 

nion of the Romiſh Church, in theſe words : Finalh,

theſe blaſphemyes are found, and to point this out, as it 
were with fingers, that they may not thinke, we onely 
diſcourſe of generallityes, or certaine heare-ſayes , orc 
unwritten words, read one of the moſt famous com- 
mentatours, upon the Canon of the Maſſe , namely 
Gabricl Biel,a German of Nation, who lived, and was 
much eſtcemed of Pope Alexander the ſixth , Anno 
1494. his booke afterward reviewed and corrected, 
was printed at Lions Anno 15 27. one ſhall inde there, 
leflon 4. fol. 5. and 6. many,and ſeverall reaſons, to 
raiſe the dignity of the Prieſts, above all Creatures in 
Heaven and in Earth,amonegſt the reſt, hat by the words 
of the Prieſt, the Heavens cre opened, paſſe through the throng

And in another booke of the (aid age, 
called Srella Clricorum , the Prieſt is honoured with 
ſuch dignitycs,that he is called, the Creatonr of Lis Crea« 
ror,and of all Creatures ; Beſides, God hath preferred him 
above Angells, Thrones, and Dommions; Yet further, he 
that created me without my ſelf,is nov created himielfe by 
my meanes, All theſe bookes, withour addition or 
exaggeration,have theſe ſame aforeſayd words in their 
writings.; Could one addeto ſuch blaſphemies ? Is it 
not good reaſon one ſhould abhorre, and avoid ſuch 
Religion ? and renounce the head thereof & who 
exalteth himſelf above all power, cither temporall or 
ſpirituall, above that which he confeſſeth tobe God, 
and yet receaveth the title of God, | 
As concerning the articles of Fayth,of which (with 
us) he & his make profeſſion,the DoGrine of the Ro- 
miſh Religion deſtroys many fundamentall _

Scriptures) reach us, that leſus Chriſt. is the Sonne of

the great Pallace Hall at Paris, Anno 1533. wherein 
the diſpenſations and abſolutions for paricide, are 
better cheap,then to have a graunt to eat fleſh on for- 
bidden dayes, For Example , the abſolution of a 
woman that hath taken a drinke, for to void ker living 
Childe,is taxed bur to 18 pence tournois , or therea- 
bouts; and adiſpenſation not ro be obliged to faſt 
certaine dayes, and to have leave to cate cheeſe , is 
taxed to 66 pence : If a Layman kill a Prieſt , or a 
Clark, muſt pay 6 ſhillings, muſt doe publick pennance, 
and muſt be beaten at five Pariſh-Churches, A huſ- 
band that hath beaten his Wife, being with Childe, ſo 
that ſhe have a miſchaunce, ſhall pay rwo ſhillings: He 
that ſhall counterfeyr the Apoſtoliall Letters , muſt 
pay 9 ſhillings. If any one kill their Father, Mother, 
Brother,or Siſter, muſt pay 16 or 17 pence; and one that 
hath gotten his Orders by Simony, 17 ſhillings and a 
oat. 

F By theſe few Examples one may ſee that finnes are 
ſet at a certaine price; and thoſe which are againſt hu- 
mane conſtitutions,at a higher rate then thoſe which 
are contrary tothe commandements of God. We

nothing ſpoken of mony payed for ſinnes. Such 
ings are contrary to-that which the Apoſtle 
requireth in a Biſhop, that he be not covetous of filthy 
lJucre : Me thinkes, itis a thing not well beſcemeinga 
Prelate,to receive ſuch forfeitures, as a [uſtice of Peace 
ſhould exact of ſuch as infringe the Politick Lawes. 

To ſuch Prclates may be applyed that which God faid 

Eſa, 57417 to Efay: For the iniquity of kis covetouſmeſſe Was I wrorh 
ard ſmote him. 

No ſiane, nor puniſhment of finne, can by mony be 
ſatisfyed before God , Chriſt hath ſatisfyed him for us, 
and is come into the World to call ſinners to res 
pentance. 

As for purgeing of the oules after this life , of the 
remnant of the filthineſſc, whereof they bad no ley« 
ſure,nor meanes,to cleanſe themſelves in this life, bee« 
ing by the new Doctrine of the Church of Roome re-- 
ſerved to finiſh,and to purge themſelves in Purgatory, 
I cſteeme it as Fables ; as well all thoſe things which 
they write in their bookes , the Flower of Examples 
thc Goulden Legend , where there are ſuck pretty 
Hiſtoryes, as would talke any oncaſlcepe ; anda thous 
ſand rales that are as __ as falſe. And all this to 
the great diſhonour of God , overthroweing direQy 

his Iuſtice apd Mercy ; His Luſtice,for lince Der wes 
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fatisfation made for our finnes by leſus Chriſt, who 
hath taken upon him our infirmiryes, and hath borne 
the puniſhment to purchaſe peace unto as , he cannoe 
be unjuſt, for to aſke a ſecond ſatisfaRtion of us: unto 
which I adde that no puniſhment can be fatisfaQory in 
behalfe of ſinfall man, but eternall death : to fy that 
the a of Purgatory , and that imagined fire,is not 
for fatisfation, but for purgcing , it is to denye the 
words of the Apoftle,who aſſlureth us on Gods part, 
that the blood of his Sonne leſus Chriſt, hath cicanſed 
us from all oar finnes. It is alſo againſt his Mercy, for 
if he pardoneth,he quitreth the debe , and forgiveth 
the puniſhment. To impure unto him then to pu- 
niſh,is to robbe him of his Mercy , for to puniſh is 
proper to luſtice ; and to pardon to merey. Surely 
that Child would thinke his Father had deceaved him, 
if, after he had given him afſurance of the Pardon of 
his fault , he cauſed him to be whipt to the blood:
